CONFIDENCE ABOUT 0I11o,

The politicar changes this year liave been
remarkable in their rapidity and completeness.
As the traveler puassee from tropical heat
and verdure to the desolation of snow-clad
mountain tops, or from the glosm and storm
to the joyous sunghine, in a short journey by
rail, 80 the prospects of parties huve altered
more than once this year, aud, to superficial ob-
servers, yuite inexplicably. The gloom of great
defuats rested over the Republicans in Januury,
which grew deeper sud darker as the swilt
weeks pussed without prospeet of success in re-
vising the tarift. But March opened with great
enconragement, when that grave queation was
satisfuetorily treated.  Every wensible Demo-
¢rat perceived that his party had bl undered
again, while the Repablicans had gained a great
advantage. Thers was a time of some dis-
beartenment to many, when it was supposed
that the new liguor law and the expected nomi-
pation of Judge Hoadly might canse a Repub-
lican defeat iu Oliv, but the scene suddenly
changed when Mr. Hoadly began to speak,
and the opinions ot the people about the Scott
law began to be heard,

At this time, ti'e skies are very bright. The
principal question in  Democratio circles is
whether their candidate in Obio ean be got out
of the way in snch tashion us to leave them
chapes for success,  His present sickness un-
swers for o time; at all events, hoe is not ariving
more nuils into Lis coffin by bis speeches and
letters every day. But in some shepe the nely
dificulties of the positiun muost be met before
long. The lavish exponditure of money in the
Convention and in Cincinoati, the reported
complaint of the candidate that his nomiaation
cost too much, his surrender to MoLean and
trenchery to those who had pominated him, lis
4 new Demoetaey,” illnstated by the Book-
wilter operations and the defeat of Mr, 'endle-
ton, e evasion of the tarifl question aud bis
singularly unwise troatment ol the Seott law
all these thiegs, it is felt, are enongh to wreek
a eandidate immeasarably stronger than Judge
Hoadly, and ver it does not appear that any-
thing can be done to escape from the disastrons
consequences,  The withdrawal of Mr. Hoadly
at thts rime would bardly mend matters; he
canuot shift e position vow;, for he has
chaonged so often that another change would
ke him ridiculons ; if he returos to the cun-
vass, he will be exposed to constint perils from
his own fatal mouth, sud if he stays away, he
will be adjudged guilty of the shabhiest shirk-
jug ever sven in Ohio,  Remaining on the sick
list, hes will bs thought sulking or shmwming hy
some, while others will doubt whether a man
s0 frail in health ought to be elected ton post
of great responsibility.  Conld Mr. Hoa'ly be
abolighed, there would  still remain the bitter
strife between the Democracy of aveiout ideas
and the_new Democraey of the pocket-book.

It is well uoderstood that & sweeping
Republican  vietory in  Olio  woull have
a  preat onfluence upon  the  Presidential
election. Not werely in  that State but
in many otbers, the eftects would be im-
portant, 1t is for just this reason that there 1s
some daoger of Republican over-confidence
aud disappointment. It is oo enrly yet to say
how mueh mirchief the money and eflort of the
Liguor leagnes may do.  Mr. Hoadly, more-
over, was sclected as a fignre-head, and has be-
Lind nm wo inbuence which does not often
yield as long as thers are auy votes left to be
bought. The Tilden style of campaigning
somotimes leaves a great deal of effective work
o be done in the lust week, and the Democrats
who know that the Presidency may depend
upon the result in Ohio will not be likely to
lack money at the end. Inu State whers the
Republicaus are 8o well organizod and 8o ex-
perienced ns they are in Olio, it is not probable
that they will be canght papping. But it might
be bad for them if the ciicumstances which
seem to render Mr, Hoadly's defeat inevitable
in any hopest election should canse over-con-
fidence to prevail, either among the Republican
workers in the State, or among their friends
elsewhere,

A very decisive victory in Olio would have a
powerful influence in New-York and New-
Jersey, in Indiania, and in some Southern
States. Pennsylvavia and Massachosetts onght
te be carried upder uny eircumstances, In this
State, Repubhican unity snd zeal may be greatly
promoted by the resuitin Ohio.  The impetus
of victory there and unity here will add ull that
i# necessary to make succe=s probable in other
closs Northern States, while a disheartened and
disorganized Democracy might easily lose mwore
than oue Southern Stute,  With these probatle
consequences withio reach, the Republicans will
realize that every onnee of eflort in Ohio now
way connt for many pounds of exertion at »
later day aud in other States,  Especially, it is
well to take nothing for granted, and by earnest
reasoning and faithful work re make the result
g sure thiat no possible expenditure nt the last
moment, aud by * still buot™ methods, can de-
feat the Republican ticket,

1HE MURDER OF RUSE CLALK.

The my wrous murder at Stratford, Conn,
has attracted the usual cloud of detectives,
amateur and professional, which gathers about
the scene of any crime that aronses widespread
public interest,  The conspienons characloristic
ol the averuge detective in these days 18 dense
stupidity, Far from posscssing any pecular
ucutences qualifymg him for his work, as a
rule e shows much less keenpess than the
common run of wavkind, It is hardly sur-
prisiug that o many murders remain myste-
rious when the capacity of those who take up
the investigation is considered. As soon as
they arrive at the scene of o erime the de-
tectives make it their first business to set up
a theory, and they are invariably in such
a hurry to get at the theory that they
do not wait to get at the facts, Indeed, their
haste 18 frequently such that thewr theory is
turmed before they have even seen the spot

where the aiwe wus committed. No maulter

how absard or inconsistent with the indisputa-
ble evidence their premature hypothesis may
be, they will cling to it tenaciously, shutting
their eyes to everything which tends to dis-
prove it. Whenever a conflict comes between
the theory and the facts, it is the facts which
have to give way.

With the many theories that the many in-
vestigatera are following, and with the confu-
gion and unecertainty that have attended the
progress of the inquiry, the murder of Rose
Clark seems not unlikely to remain as deep
in obscurity as that of Jennie Cramer. The
two cases have some elements of similarity,
In both the vietims were young and hand-
gsome. In both the unfortunate girls had
lovers who were as contemptible cravens
and sneaks as  could be found
gnywhere. In both the deed was done at
such a frequented place and amid guch cir-
cnmstanecs as to make the escaps of the as-
sussin from deteetion and  punishment seem-
ingly impossibie. But no one ever suflered
for the death of the pretty New-Haven girl
Whether the murderer of Rose Clark will
also remain unharmed 18 still unsettled,

Some of the journals that have heen print-
ing in their e rrespondence glowing tributes
to the character of Rose Clark, in which
her virtues and heroie qualitics were exalted
without stint, have been sauly imposcd upon,
for it has been shown beyond doubt that she
was wanton, and it is probable that her rela-
tions with the cownrdly cur Lewis were begun
even before her divoree from Ambler, And
it is not unlikely that the ecorrespondents
who have been so widely mistaken us to
the victim are equally astray as to the

murderer. A private detective from  this
city, chiefly known from his eazernecss
to gain notoriety by th rusting  hunself

into any and every ecase of importance with
which he could toree a connection, however
remote, has been leading some of them by
the nose, and filling their ample ears with n-
story about as likely to prove correcl as was
this same detective’s wonderful clew to the
burial place of the remains of A. T. Stewart.
In following up that pretended elew he suc-
cecded in digging up no inconsiderable part
of Brooklyn, and in convineing every one
who kn-w anything about the matter that his
ouly clew was in his own imugination, and his
only motive a desire to advertise hiimself.
He now seems to be repeating these tactics af
Stratford and to havoe found a particularly
simple and credulous set of correspondents to
practise them upon.

SOUTHERN GOVEKNORS ON THE TARIFF,

A Southern paper has been printing inter-
views with the Governors of various States in
that section upon the general subject of pros-
perity and prospects, and two of them gave,
incidentally, their views upon the tariff. These
were Governor McEnery, of Louisiana, and
Governor Lowry, of Mississippi—two States
Iying sde by side and with interests much
alike. It may be interestiug to see how far
these distinguished Democrats agree upon the
tarifl,

Governor McEnery says he believes **in a
“ taxation for revenne, but incidental protee-
“tion.” “ Every State,” he thinks, * onght to
“ry in makiog the tariff less to diseriminaie
“g0 as to encourage independence of foreign
“ products and supphies, Every industry onght
“to be enconraged, and a digerimination made
“in its favor until it ean supply the home
“demand and enter npon eompetition with
“foreign productions, when 1t should be
“removed, All acricultural industries should
“be encouraged by protection, particnlarly
“the sugar, which is both an sgricultural and
“mannfacturing induastry, and which gives
“employment to more persons than any other
“in oonr conntry.”

So muech for Governor M:Enery. Gov-
ermmor  Lowry, his next-door neighbor, says:
“My opmion is that Missassippi  stands

Unless the damage
done sbomld prove quite serious, theretore,
the effect upon markets for grain, hog pro-
duets, or the stoeks of corn-transporting roads,
ought not to be very important, But specn-
lation will undonbtedly moake all possible use
of unfavorable reporis for some time,  Lost
week there was an advance of  about 2
cents in eorn, and  oals advaseed a little
m  sympathy, while large  deliveries of
wheat  cansed a moderate  decline,  Lard
was much depressed  early in the week,
and closed at 8,50 cts, aguinst 8,50 ¢ls on
Sutueday, the 1st inst, The speculation in il
wus nob large, though prices steadily hardenedd
townrd the elose, wader the othwenee of ex-
peeted reporis as to runs and deliveries.

The nnousl review of the cotton crop by
the Finaneial Chroniele makes the yield of
18582 lurger by 403,000 bales than that of
any previous year, Even this does not tell
the whole story, for the average weight of
bales was very large, and The Chroniele caleu-
lates the yield ac 3,430  miltkion  pounds,
against 3,201 million pounds w1550, awd
2772 million in the largest year preceding,
It is stated, too, that the crop was of much
better quality and condition for spinning than
nuy other large crop of recent years. Con-
sumption in this country for the first time ex-
ecoeded two willion bules; The Chroniele makes
it 2,061,000, and the exports 4,715,700 bales,
and the stock remaining 232,106 bales, It 18
believed that the cnrrent estimates as to the
injury to the new crop are exuggernted, and
that the incrense of stock visible aml wmvisible
will make up for any loss in yield that is
probable. The movement in dry goods last
week was in barmony with these opinions,
some standard brown sbirtings having fallen
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140, and the aecumulation of stocks on hand
appeared to be still influential, In woollen
goods there were fair orders, but the very low
prices realized at the auction sale of blankets
bad a depressing tendency.

The financial sitaation continues undis-
turbed, though the surplus reserve of the banks
dropped to $1,487,500, It is larger now,
Lowever, than it has been at this date in any
other year since resnmption, exeept in 1880,
The loss of $1.422,600 specie and $525,800
legal tenders was not altogether unexpected,
because the Treasury had inereased the out-
standing silver certificates $550,000 during
the week, had 1ssued about $450,000 gold
certificates, and taken in over $500,000 gold.
These changes suggested considerable losses
by the banks both to the Treasury and to the
interior. Those institutions apparently con-
suler the sitnation entirely safe, however, for
they expmded loans last week $1,709,700,
If the price of breadstufts shonld encourage
larger purchases on foreign account, the gen-
eral expeetation of imports of gold would
doubtless be realized, but the rumors eirculated
toward the close of the week muy be followed
